Answer: “I think well of the fiv e-day week. 
The machine 
ag e Is ju st starting . 
When it g ets more g eneral fou r day s a 
week will be necessary to p rev ent ov er-p rodu ction.” 
It looks now as if the time will come when a law comp elling 
workmen to u se only one hand will be necessary . 
How to p rodu ce enou g h is no long er any p roblem a t all. How 
to sell w hat Is increasing ly p rodu ced—th at Is the p roblem. 
Adv ice to the p u blic has chang ed from “Sav e” to “Bu y .** 
W riters are now say ing : “Ev ery family shou ld own two au to­ 
mobiles, one for the old folks and one for the y ou ng ones.” 
W hat wou ld honest old Ben Franklin say to that? 
He wou ld 
at 
the p resent day be a p rop het w ithou t honor in his own 
cou ntry , with his cou nsel of p ins and g roats. 
The slog an of “sp end" is p aram ou nt

wou ld be forty p er cent larg er than the p resent market. 
How to meet the p roblem of ov er-p rodu ction is one th at 
m u st be met, and one that will become more p ressing all the 
time. 
A fou r-day week may be only a starter. 
W e shou ld remember also th a t a nation becomes g reat not 
only by its labors and by its daily toll, bu t also by Its u se of its 
leisu re. 
Leisu re is the mother of the arts. 
America can nev er become g reat u ntil it has su fficient 
leisu re 
to p rodu ce a 
g reat literatu re and g reat 
p ainting s and 
u ntil it has a class that can p atronize these thing s.
